The following telephone message was received at our office 


from Broken Hills, via Fallen, Nev., yesterday after the close 
of the market: 


Broken Hills. Nev., Jan. 5. 


Miners wlio came off shift this afternoon reported 


that the bonanza cross-vein had been intersected on the 
150-foot level of the Belmont shaft of the Broken Hills 
Silver Corporation. 


Mine Superintendent O. E. Schiffner, when asked 


to verify the reports, said: 


"We have encountered a severely crushed zone in
